BREAD PRICES RISE 


ONE CENT A LOAF; 
COST OF FLOUR UP: 


Retail bread prices advanced 
about a cent a loaf here today re- 
flecting increases by some of the 
larger wholesale bakers with oth- 
ers expected to raise prices next 
week. Flour prices to wholesalers 


have gone up about 8 per cent in 
the past 30 days, it was reported 
by wholesale bakers. 

Bread which formerly sold in 
stores for 15 cents a loaf was 
priced generally at 16 cents with 
a corresponding increase noted 
in the prices of smaller loaves. 
The price of cornmeal, which for- | 
merly sold for 29 cents, also had | 
advanced to 31 and 32 cents. Su- 
gar went up about a cent a pound.

They quickly poured 
1000 to 4000 infantry into it de- 
spite American artillery, small 
arms and aerial fire, then struck 
out toward Taejon, The outnum- 
bered Americans pulled out of 
Kongju and fell back southeast 
until reinforcements arrived and 
stiffened the line. 

Allied planes bombed Kongju 
yesterday American vehicles and 
big howitzers abandoned in the 
American retreat. Army observers 


along the Kum spotted a large 
group of soldiers crossing the rice 
paddies toward the United States 
lines and ‘were about to open fire 
when several of the troops waved 
white shirts. They had fought 
their way out of entrapment car- 
rying their own wounded. 

The fact that they were wear- 
ing American uniforms no longer 
could be taken as conclusive proof 
that they were Americans. Both 
North Korean troops and guer- 
rillas have been appearing in cap- 
tured American uniforms. 


Reds Use U.S. Shells. 


Front reports indicated that the 
North Koreans also have been 
using captured American mortar 
shells. 

“American and South Korean 
forces continued to withdraw 
gradually before superior forces, 
fighting rear-guard actions until 
reinforcements arrive,” MacAr- 
thur said. 

“The enemy transportation 
problems are becoming more 
acute as his supply lines are ex- 
tended.

Night Force Shuts Off 
Valves and Confines 
Blaze to Cracking Unit 
of Sinclair Plant.

An explosion and fire last night 
at the Wood River refinery of the 
Sinclair Refining Co. at Hartford, 
Ill., about a mile south of Wood 
River, sent flames shooting high 
into the sky and caused a red 
glow visible 30 miles away, but 
the fire was controlled without 
casualty and without substantial 
damage to the plant. 

The blast, which occurred about 
9:45, p.m., pushed out a rush of 
heat .that was felt for blocks. 
Residents of Hartford, adjacent 
to the plant on the west, said 
they felt three distinct shocks. 
Police Sgt. J. T. Lancaster, who 
was in a squad car four miles 
away, said the explosion “sounded 
like dynamite and at first I 
thought it was a bomb.”’ 

Immediately after the explo- 
sion, employes of the night shift 
reached shut-off valves on oil and 
oil vapor lines, confining the fire 
to the giant cracking unit where 
the blast occurred. Its fuel sup- 
ply cut off, the fire burned itself 
out within an hour.

the oxygen of the air, and the 
blast was automatic.

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Streamlining City Hall 
The city government as it now stands is much 

too complicated. There are too many boards 
and commissions. Too often, their functions 
overlap. As a result, it frequently is difficult 
for the voters to establish clear responsibility 
and to express themselves accordingly. , 

Wardheeling politicians may like such a 
mixed-up state of affairs. It is made to order 
for boodling and buck-passing. But citizens in- 
terested in efficient government are indignant 
about the mess. Their criticism was made 
specific in the City Survey Report prepared in 
1941 by the Governmental Research Institute 
with the help of Griffenhagen and Associates. 
Six years later, the Citizens Tax Commission 
expressed the same complaint. This led to the 
election of the Board of Freeholders, and the 
presentation of a new charter which will be 
before the voters for approval on Aug. 1. 

. - ~~ 
The Freeholders did an excellent job of bring- 

ing order out of confusion. They actually en- 
larged the scope of the city government. Yet 
they cut the 42 existing offices down to 22. The 
duties of the new agencies are logical and 
clear cut. Equally clear is the Mayor's responsi- 
bility for how they function. 

Chief among the reduced number of admin- 
istrative agencies are nine major departments: 
Finance, Fire, Health and Welfare, Public Works, 
Parks and Recreation, Water, Regulation and 
Inspection, Law, and Personnel. Each depart- 
ment handles all matters clearly associated with 
its title. And each will be in charge of a di- 
rector whose professional qualifications are 
specifically stated in the charter. 

The appointment of these directors, 
ever, is left to the Mayor. Thus they become 
the members of his “cabinet.” if the voters 
are not satisfied with the work of these officials, 
they will know where to put the blame on 
election day. 

The Mayor also will appoint the lesser 
boards and commissions and the two City Court 
officers. With such obvious exceptions as the 
Public Library Board, the Art Museum Board 
and the Zoo Board, most of these lesser boards 
are associated with the various major depart- 
ments. Their functions are those of reviewing 
agencies. Examples are the Board of Equaliza- 
tion under the Finance Department, the Board 
of Adjustments and Building Appeals under the 
Department of Regulation and Inspection, and 
the Civil Service Commission under the Depart- 
ment of Personnel. 3 

. * * 

The Freeholders have demonstrated that, 
while the city’s activities may not be reduced, 
they can be handled in a more orderly and 
less wasteful manner. Perhaps the best ex- 
ample is afforded by the charter’s Department 
of Finance. This one department will handle 
the city’s money matters. It will assess and 
collect taxes, prepare the budget, purchase sup- 
plies and pay bills. 

It will take over the duties now scattered 
among the Assessor, the Collector of Revenue, 
the License Collector, the Treasurer, the Regis- 
ter, the Supply Commissioner, the Back Tax 
Commission, the Board of Standardization and 
the Funds Committee. 

It will also take over the duties of the 
Comptroller, except auditing. * This last is prop- 
erly transferred to an independent City Auditor 
who will not be a member of the administration 
on whose activities he checks. 

The other new departments are _ similarly 
streamlined and represent similar improvements 
over the present pattern of. confusion. 


Certainly, this reorganization of the city’s 
business should make the citizen’s tax dollar go 
farther. It is one of the chief reasons for ap- 
proving the new charter by voting Yes and 
scratching No. 
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Chicago Challenges St. Louis 

We were surprised and hurt when neither 
Mayor Darst nor the Board of Aldermen leaped 
to the defense of St. Louis’ honor on the soft- 
ball field. Our editorial of a few days back, 
pointing out that Chicago’s City Council has 
challenged the aldermen of New York, Cleve- 
land, Detroit and Milwaukee to baseball games, 
met with profound silence at the City Hall. 

We are glad to say that if the piece stirred 
up no reaction in St. Louis, it did in Chicago. 
Alderman Allen Freeman of that city has now 
authorized us to transmit to the St. Louis Board 
of Aldermen an official challenge. 


Chicago, says Freeman, has “the best damned 
team in the country, and we're willing to prove 
it against anybody.” He suggests that a worthy 
charity be selected for the gate receipts and 
that arrangements for the game then be made, 
“if St. Louis can assemble a team.” 

If the aldermen don’t respond to this chal- 
lenge, we shall have to conclude that they don't 
want to play. 
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A United Nations Army 

Military assistance in the Korean war from 
other members of the United Nations, as re- 
quested by U.N. Secretary General Trygve Lie, 
would help drive home to the peoples of the 
world the fact that this fight is a U.N. under- 
taking. It would help show the falsehood of 
the Communist propaganda charge that the 
struggle is purely United States imperialism 
against an Oriental nation. 

Some other nations already are in the fray. 
Australian fighter planes knocked out eight 
North Korean tanks on one recent day. Ships of 
Britain and New Zealand are patrolling Korean 
waters as part of an international navy soon to 
be augmented by vessels of Canada, The Neth- 
erlands and France. 

Yet some Congressmen are ignoring those 
facts. They have been bringing pressure for 
more help from other nations, despite the fact 
that only a relative handful of men are in any 
position to decide what kind of help can be 
made available, and how effective such assist- 
ance could be. 


Among the factors which must be weighed is 
the difficulty of constructing effective ground 
fighting forces from troops of many nations 
who do not even know each other's language. 
Only the generals can decide how such troops 
can be used to advantage. 


The two other great powers of the non- 
Communist world, Britain and France, have ex- 
tensive and vital military commitments else- 
where. Much of the French army is tied down 
in Indochina. Britain must guard the Middle 
East and much of Southeast Asia. 


The Chinese Nationalists have troops on For- 
mosa, and apparently are eager to send them to 
Korea. But using Chinese Nationalist forces 
would be an invitation to the Chinese Commu- 
nists’ vast armies to get in the thick of the 
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battle. The result could be a far greater loss 
of American lives than is in prospect now. 

It may well be, consequently, that Americans 
and South Koreans will have to continue to bear 
the brunt of the ground fighting. But the only 
persons qualified to make the decision are the 
free world’s military men and political leaders. 

For the leaders alone have the information. 
They alone can make an estimate of how much 
strength will be needed to repel the North 
Koreans. They alone can estimate the proba- 
bility of Communist attack in Berlin, or Yugo- 
slavia, or Iran, or Indochina, and can estimate 
how many of whose troops are and might he 
needed where. Amateur strategists should keep 
their advice to themselves. 
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For a Stronger Voice 

Because many Americans still feel skittish 
about engaging in propaganda, the Voice of 
America has been tolerated rather than enthu- 
siastically supported. Its appropriations are usu- 
ally fair game for whittling, whether by the 
Budget Bureau or by Congress. 

As the fighting in Korea brings home the 
full impact of the world struggle in which we 
are engaged, this attitude appears to be chang- 
ing. Senator Berton of Connecticut aroused 
wide interest with his proposal of a “Marshall 
plan of ideas,” including a greatly stepped-up 
program of radio broadcasting. Now President 
Truman has asked for $89,000,000—much less 
than the Benton proposal contemplated—for a 
“campaign of truth.” 

Most of the new funds would be spent on 
powerful transmitting equipment to carry our 
message to Europe and the Far East. It is 
hoped that: the transmitters would be strong 
enough to break through the jamming cordon 
which the Soviet Union has thrown around 
Eastern Europe. 

This appropriation represents defense against 
Communist aggression as surely as do the funds 
to be voted for weapons in Korea. The Krem- 
lin and its satellites began waging ideological 
warfare against us long before the North Ko- 
reans. launched their invasion. 
aggression must be repelled, so attacks in the 
realm of ideas must be answered. 


We cannot do it in the same way the Soviets 
do, and we should not try. The necessary base 
of our propaganda must be right conduct, and 
its method must be the truth. In the Korean 
affair, our conduct is so right t..at it has earned 
the support of over two-thirds of UN members. 
Surely we should match the truth about it 
against the lies about f which the Communists 
spread around the world.

The Schools’ Financial Story 

It has been a long time since the School 
Board has been under so much direct pressure 
fo cut its budget to the bone as it has been in 
the last few months. Yet the proposed expen- 
ditures for 1950-51 indicate a deficit of $320,780. 
This is $160,600 under last year's deficit. 

Yet, even if the estimate is not exceeded, it 
seems quite clear that the public school system 
needs financial help—especially if teachers’ 
salaries and pensions are to be made more ade- 
quate and if the School Board is to undertake 
an urgent building program. 

Under these circumstances, some are urging 
the. liquidation of the board's permanent fund. 
It is questionable whether this would meet the 
system’s real building needs, and it is even 
more questionable whether such a liquidation 
would be legal. 

It seems only reasonable that the commu- 
nity should directly meet its expanding educa- 
tional costs, instead of trying to stall off this 
decision by turning the permanent fund into a 
windfall. After all, this is a trick that can be 
worked only once. Would it not be better to 
keep the fund, using the income for emergen- 
cies or for desirable but not absolutely essential 
expenditures? 

One way or the other, St. Louis must eventu- 
ally provide more money for its schools. In- 
stead of procrastinating, why not find out as 
soon as possible how much really is needed? 
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[pste today, stly tomorrow 
They say nothing is duller than yesterday's 
newspaper, but they are wrong. Nothing is 
duller, and nothing more mystifying, than yes- 
terday’s notes to oneself—those ragged little 
scraps of paper which people stuff into their 
pockets to remind them of missions assigned.

Vast undeveloped farm resources lie at city’s door, say college 
deans; urge urban leadership to expand area's income, opportuni: 
ties; warn of migration which takes able youths to more attrac- 
tive sections; regional: dairy-poultry-farm exposition suggested. 


From a Report of the Agriculture Institute by Dr.'M. F. Miller, Dean 
Emeritus, Missouri College of Agriculture and Dr. Robert R. 
Hudelson, Associate Dean, Illinois College of Agriculture 


St, Louis is in the midst ef vast unde- 
veloped farm resources. Great opportuni- 
ties for business growth and an expansion 
of prosperity through agricuture lie all 
about. These come from the enduring 
wealth that can be had from the soil. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis 

has stated that, comparatively speaking, 
the city is in “. .. an economically unde- 
veloped area. As a result, it is a region 
of low income and below the national ave- 
age living standard.” 
Among the reasons 
given for this situa- 
tion, the bank lists 
as first, “the failure 
to utilize fully the 
natural resources at 
hand.” 

In order that the 
great agricultural re- 
sources of the area 
may be developed 
fully, it is essential 
that city men and 
farmers work to- 
gether. One of the 
first and most im- 
portant obligations 
of St. Louis leadership is to foster such a 
working relationship. 

These developments will bring greater 
returns to agriculture, to the towns and 
tg St. Louis. A well balanced agricultural 
development can be achieved by St. Louis 
and the towns when they realize their 
interdependence and when they work to- 
gether for the common good. 


The Role of the City 


St. Louis is the marketing and supply 
center of its trade area. It is the hub of 
the wheel with the spokes radiating in 
every direction. 

The city which serves such an important 
agricultural region should have leadership 
interested in farms and farm people. The 
St. Louis trade area is especially suited 
to a great variety of family farms. Most 
of these will be owner operated. This 
means that the farmers will have a direct 
interest in their homes and their farms 

Homes should be comfortable and at- 
tractive, food should be varied and nour- 
ishing, health shmuld be guarded by medi- 
cal care and hospitals, and life should be 
enriched by educational, religious and rec- 
reational advantages. 

Only the modern home and moderngom- 
munity will hold those capable youn€ peo- 
ple who alone can develop the resources 
and the citizenship necessary to a pros- 
perous and ¢uccessful region. 

The mild climate and abundant rainfall 
are great assets, but under careless or un- 
informed management they result in rapid 
soil depletion, especially where topography 
favors rapid run-off of rainfall and mild 
open winters permit erosion and leaching 
throughout the entire year. Much soil 
damage has already taken place since man 
removed the cover of trees and grass. 


Exposition Proposed 


Fortunately, the means of soi] ¢Onserva- 
tion and improvement are well known and 
the physical means for action are at hand. 

Dairying is a major enterprise in the 
St. Louis area, and there should be steady 
expansion in the number of farms pro- 
ducing milk for sale. 

Stimulation of the dairy enterprise in 
St. Louis trade territory might be gained 
through a regional exposition with - ex- 
hibits of cattle and supplementary displays 
on feed production, milk in human nutri- 
tion and mechanical equipment. 


can be expanded to include fruits, vegeta- 
bles, forestry, and other farm products. 


Farm sales of livestock and livestock 
products in the St. Louis area approximate 
threé-fourths of the total farm income. 
Livestock packing and processing in the 
city is one of the city’s greatest industries. 
It is big business for the farmers and for 
St. Louis alike. 


Beef cattle, as a major enterprise, is 
best adapted to Jarger land holdings. Pork 
production is widely established around 
St. Louis and shouid be continued on 
most farms. There is a place for many 
small sheep flocks where the risk from 
dogs and predatory animals'\is small. 

Climate, soils and topography combine 
to furnish many good sites for deciduous 
fruits in the St. Louis territory. 


Opportunities in Forestrv 


The rapid development of quick freez- 
ing as a method of lengthening the sales 
period for perishable fruits such as ber- 
ries and peaches, has much to offer. 

Commercial vegetable production is wide- 
ly established in Southern [Illinois and 
Southeastern Missouri. There is plenty 
of room for further expansion. 

Probably no major resource of the St 
Louis region has been so much neglected 
as its forests. 

Although state and federal forest pre- 
serves have been established in the region, 
about 90 per cent of the forests are still 
owned privately. Around two acres in five 
are in forest. The present annual rate 
of wood growth is slightly less than 50 
board feet per acre. Actual growth meas- 
urements show that, in this territory and 
under proper management, this should 
average around 150 to 200 board feet. 

Development of this resource would sup- 
ply profitable employment to many work- 
ers both in managing timber lands and in 
operating additional wood-using industries. 

Most of the area served by St. Louis 
will continue to produce a surplus of chil- 
dren. The development of the resources 
of the region will provide eriplovment for 
more of these young pople on the farms. 
However, for many vears, large number's 
will need to go to the cities. 

It would appear that the leadership of 
St. Louis would do well to find means of 
assisting in the education and vocational 
training that will fit these young people 
for city employment. St. Louis will direct- 
ly benefit from improving the quality of 
training of these rural youth. 


Needed: Courage, Imagination 


The Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
points to the fact that, “Net population 
growth in the district has been distinctly 
less than that for the nation, largely be- 
cause the people of this district leave their 
homes in search of greater opportunities 
in other regions whenever those opportu- 
nities present themselves. Unfortunately, 
opportunities elsewhere generally have 
been better then here. 

“Out-migration usually takes from a re- 
gion its most vigorous and ambitious peo- 
ple, those a region can ill afford to lose.”

Controlled Irony 


THE DOCTOR'S WIFE COMES TO STAY. by Frank 
Swinnerton. (Doubleday & Ce. 305 pas.. $3) 
R. Ellis Roberts in The Saturday Review 
of Literature. 


It is too often forgotten that the psy- 
chological novel started in England—with 
that unusual printer Mr. Samuel Richard- 
son. Of course, the epithet is question- 
begging: there is as much psychology in 
“Amelia” as in “Clarissa Harlowe,” in “The 
Mill on the Floss” as in “The Golden 
Bowl,” and what psychologic plays or 
novels can stand against “The Winter's 
Tale” or “Wuthering Heights’’? In England 
and America, in spite of such masters as 
Henry James and Virginia Woolf, the lau- 
rels belong to what we might call the “un- 
teasing” school of psychological novelist; 
to the novelists, that is, who while their 
primary interest is, human character, tem- 
perament, moods, even manias, prefer to 
present those problems indirectly. The 
author in the easy old-fashioned books 
may intervene as Thackeray does in “Van- 
ity Fair’; but Thack- 
eray'’s production of 
Becky, compared 
with Marcel Proust's 
Albertine, is the dif- 
ference between 
meeting someone re- 
markable at a party 
and overhearing con- 
fidences in a psy- 
chiatrist’s office. 

Among the un- 
teasing school of 
novelists Mr. Swin- 
nerton has always 
been one of the mos¢ 
conspicuously suc- 
cessful and has not 
latterly had the credit due to a careful 
and sensitive craftsman. His latest book 
“The Doctor’s Wife Comes to Stay” is an 
excellent example of his powers of con- 
trolled irony, of a tender justice in the 
portrayal of the least attractive character, 
and of a composition that shows the born 
story-teller. 

The period of this story is 1947, the 
place London with letters fron: New York. 
The chief characters are Rex Tweed, a 
successful young portrait painter; his 
wife, Elizabeth, who in the course of the 
story rises to stardom first in the Lon- 
don theater, then on Broadway; their four- 
vear-old daughter—beautifully rendered—., 
and Elizabeth's parents, Dr. Anderson and 
Rose, his wife. It is she who “comes to 
stay” when Elizabeth goes to New ‘York 
but even before she comes Mr. Swinner- 
ton makes her lovable and a wonder 
through Rex's portrait of her and stories 
about her. 

Mr. Swinnerton has the rare gift of 
gaiety in his picture of this little world 
and its denizens. There is nothing Polly- 
anna-ish about this gaiety. In the deep-cut 
etching of the grim, pitiable Dr. Ander- 
son not a line is left out; the serious dif- 
ferences between Rex and Elizabeth are 
honestly handled and in the portrait of 
Mrs. Earl, one of Rex's patrons, Mr. Swin- 
nerton makes no concessions to sentiment.

RESUMABLY having exhausted all possible plots on this 
Pare. the movies are taking off into interplanetary space 
in what threatens to be a wave of psuedo-scientifie films. 
The first to reach here is “ROCKETSHIP XM,” at the 8ST. 
- LOUIS about a rocket expedition to the 
yw moon which sets off from White Sands, New 
" Mexico. As the moon apparently has already 
been staked out for a forthcoming movie 
produced by George Pal, the rocket veers off 
(a miscalculation, it says) and goes to mars 
instead. 

Mars turns out to look surprisingly like 
our Western desert country, photographed through a violet 
lens, but our intrepid band of five scientist-rocketeers (four 
men and a woman) roams over it for several days wearing 
oxygen masks just to see what makes it tick. They find the 
ruins of a civilization apparently destroyed by atomic bombs 
thousands of years ago and then run into a few inhabitants 
whe look exactly like us earth-worms—a little hairier, maybe.

It is easier to bake them on a 
griddle, but a heavy skillet will 
do just as well, as far as results 
are concerned.

The Soviets nave done their 
propagandizing very well and the 
picture that has Been drawn is a 
black one. They say there is no 
equality of education, no equality 
of opportunity fer employment, 
segregation, constant social hu- 
miliation, no recognition of learn- 
ing and only partial recognition 
in the arts, no equality before 
the law and occasional sad situa- 
tions in which people of the mi- 
nority groups are wrongly ac- 
cused and punished, regardless of 
the rights or wrongs of the situa- 
tion.

THERE IS JUST enough truth 
in the picture to make the refu- 
tation somewhat difficult, and so 
it is a wonderful thing to be able 
to cite the changes and the suc- 
cesses that are gradually coming 
about in this country. The num- 
ber of states where there is an 
FEPC law working, where there 
is no segregation in schools and 
therefore equality of education is 
increasing. There is a distinct ad- 
vance jn social equality in many 
places, or increased representa- 
tion of the minority race in the 
political field, and, finally, a 
great step forward in the area of 
religious unity. 

At Lake Forest College, Chi- 
cago, Ill., Aug, 15 to 20, a merg- 
ing convention of the Biennial 
Couneil of Community Churches 
and the National Council of Com- 
munity Churches will be held. The 
Biennial Council of Community 
Churches is an all-Negro chureh 


movement, and the National Coun- 
cil of Community Churches is a 
white church group. They will 
merge into one organization, unit- 
ed in church fellowship which 
will eliminate racial barriers in 
this section of the Christian faith.

IN A TIME when there is so 
much division in the world, and 
when we think more about the 
difficulties that keep people apart 
than about the possibilities of 
their coming together, it is in- 
deed gratifying to know that 
among the community churches, 
which are dédicated to the realiza- 
tion of Christ's prayer “that they 
all may be one,” this merger has 
been accomplished. It seems 
me a significant step in the direc- 
tion of better racial understanding 
and co-operation in our United 
States. I am particularly happy 
about the movement for unity in 
the Christian church represented 
in these community churches, 
The churches and the people join- 
ing in this movement pledge 
thémselves: 

A. To help communities with 
competing or overlapping 
churches to federate into one vi- 
tal united church. 

B. To help communities with- 
out any church to form one all in- 
clusive chureh, serving all We- 
nominations. 

C. To discover, train and pro- 
vide ministers for such ehurches; 
develop a way for multiple ordi- 
nation. 

D. Encourage community 
churches to support recommend- 
ed home and foreign projects. 

E. Foster a mighty ground swell 
movement for a united church 
that answers the prayer of Jesus, 

F. Provide printed matter and 
other materials especially adpted 
to the local ehurech. 

This is one place where we 
would s.em to be getting together.
